Browning, head of Britannia 
Mining & Smelting Co. on Howe 
Sound. 

A. S. Bailey, vice-president and 
general manager of Granby Con- 
solidated, said his company had 
already laid the groundwork for 
a smelter at Allenby, and gave 
| the implication if a smelter was 
to be anywhere it should be there 

James Buchanan of Consoli 
dated Mining & Smeiting Com 
pany, said his firm would not be 
|interested in a coast 
|amelter unless the copper price 
| was at least 15 cents a pound, 
much higher than it was now.
